This tax redistribution plan makes no pro- 
vision whalsover for taking this matter in- 
to account. Then the question arises — 
shuulci these families be considered less 
deserving of state financing of local serv- 
ices simply because they choose to pay for 
schooling of their children by contributing 
to private institutions".' Here is a case where 
parents are paying for their own private 
schools, are contributing to the cost of 
public schools and now for that very- rea- 
son have a fairly low mill tax rate. Because 
of this low rate they will be asked to con- 
tribute again and a larger sum than many 
others to the cost of education in other dis- 
tricts. It is obviously unfair and certainly 
will prove embarrassing when the plan 
comes UD for further consideration.

What Is Inhumane in the U.N.? 


The report of United Nations repre- 


sentative Dayal in the Congo., that Patrice 
Lumumba is being brutally treated and 
held "under conditions reported to be in- 
humane in respect to health and hy- 
giene," has been denied by Strong Man 
Mobutu. But the army colonel who is in 
charge of much of the Congo also pointed 
out that one of his officers is being held by 
Lumumba's followers and that Lumumba 
can expect nothing better for himself. 


The dispute has pointed up again the 


impotence of the United Nations in meting 
out justice i! its authority to do so is not 
accepted by everyone concerned. United 
Nations troops are in the Congo hut only 
because neither Lumumba's followers nor 
those of President Kasavubu dare do 
without them. It was not fear of the 
strength of the U.X. or recognition of its 
authority to keep the peace in the Congo 
which permitted the troops to enter: it was 
hope of both sides that the troops could be 
used to the advantage of one or the other 
political group. While atrocities and brutal- 
ities were being committed by both sides, 
U.N. troops had to stand by and watch 
since too much interference would bring 
about their withdrawal. 


Obviously, as far as human rishts are 


concerned, stripping the flesh from Lu- 
mumba's fingers or putting out the eye of 
an officer of Mobutu is no worse than the 
•widespread rape of white women and mur- 
der of U.N. soldiers which has gone on. 
Combined with the need of the U.X. to be 
accepted before it can act is the adulterated 
state of ideals from the U.N. What son of 
things are accepted in the U.N. as "cruel 
and unusual punishment" or beneath hu- 
man dignity? 


Opponents of independence for 
tne 


peoples of Africa or racists will argue that 
brutality is all we can expect from the 
Congo where tribal customs have condoned 
torture for cer.fjrie?. To some extent this 
point of view has validity; there is no ques- 


tion but that the people of the Congo were 
ill-prepared for 
immediate 
self-govern- 


ment. But the -civilized"" nations of the 
world have set a poor example in this 
century. The tales of horror that emerged 
from such highly civilized countries as 
Germany and Japan after World War II 
almost make the Mau Mau tribal rites ap- 
pear no worse than fraternity initiations. 
The reports of the dungeons and the re- 
finements of inducing human suffering 
and misery in Hungary today make the 
blood curdle. The French in Algeria have 
not been remiss in the ways to sadistic 
cruelty. Latin American dictators, both 
right and left, use the instruments of tor- 
ture freely. 


Part of rffe problem is that the United 


Nations Declaration of Human Rights i? so 
fngsy and foolish that ;t cannot be serious- 
]v considered as a document. When the 
••right" to a job is equated with freedom 
from inhuman torture, the whole matter of 
human rights ge^s so bogged down that any 
action is impossible. 


What we need is a renewed realization 


that there are absolute rights of mankind 
untouched by government or regime but 
which governments ought automatically to 
safeguard. This is the old doctrine of hu- 
man sights which was part of the basis for 
our own Declaration of Independence and 
Constitution. It has been scuttled by the 
theorists who have confused governments 
with God and man-made customs with 
eternal truths. It a:so has been hanci:- 
cac-ped by those who try to u.ce absolutes
